A Frig htful Calamity . 
Th e h orrible feat area of th e storm 
wh ich devastated th e city of BL 
Louis audth eBurronndm gcouutry h as 
seldom been equaled ia th e annals of 
h istory . 
Th e terribie loss of life aud 
great destruction of property fills th e 
people with a feeling of h orror. 
Th e 
scene of devastation 
iq th e track of 
th e tornado is someth ing th at pen 
cannot describe or th e mind grasp, 
only ey e witnesses being able to fully 
realize th e awfulness of th e situa­ 
tion. 
Th e tornado struck th e city at 5:15 
Wednesday nigh t, aud so wide spread 
was th e destruction th at no news of 
th e disaster was sent out to th e woild 
for six h ours, every meaus of com­ 
munication h aving been destroy ed for 
miles around. 
At East St. Louis tbe 
greatest damage was inflicted with in 
a th ree mile strip along th e migh ty 
stream. 
Many buildings 
totally 
collapsed from th e force of th e wind; 
oth ers were unroofed, wh ile very few 
in th e city 
escaped some injury . 
Signs and cornices were torn off, sh ade 
treee and every th ing else suffered from 
th e strength of th e wind. 
Four h undred livee were lost wh ile 
aa many more were injured so th at 
th ey cannot recover. 
Th e num ber 
will not be known for several day s, 
perh aps never, for th e debris of th e 
rnm ed buildings all over th e city 
cover h undreds of h uman beings. 
Th e damage and destruction of prop­ 
erty will aggregate many millions of 
dollars, bat th e exact amount cannot 
be estim ated with any degree of cer­ 
tainty . 
Th e greatest fury of th e 
tornado was vented along th e river 
front, and th e levee for miles up and 
down was devastated and laid waste. 
Th ere is no way of ascertaining th e 
number of lives lost on th e river craft 
th at h appened to be in th e path of th e 
cy clone, as h undreds of barges were 
moored along tbe river bank and all 
were eith er sunk or blown from th eir 
anch orage and swept far down th e 
river. 
Th e republican convention h all lost 
part of its roof and was damaged to 
th e extent of $ 5,000. 
Iowa and Mich igan were also suf­ 
ferers from cloud bursts and cy clones 
tbe first of th e week. 
Th e track of 
th e storm was th rough th e counties of 
Jasper and Polk, taking th e towns of 
Ankeny , Bondurant, Valencia and 
Mingo. 
Th e death s may reach 100, 
and th e loss of property is estimated 
at from $ 100,000 to $ 200,000. 
At 
North M cGregor th era was a cloud­ 
burst aod 25 persons are reported to 
h ave been drowned. 
Th e village of 
Oakwood, m Mich igan, was struck by 
a cy clone and wiped off from th e earth . 
It is believed th at th e dead and 
wounded will reach nearly 100. 
Fire 
in th e ruins completed th e work of 
destruction. 


I t h as been claimed th at Minneap­ 
olis was one of th e few cities array ed 
against sound money , but th e re- 
uomination of Congressman Fletch er 
forever sets to rest th at point. 
Frank 
Ny e, county attorney of Hennepin 
county , and an out-spoken free silver 
advocate, could not even be elected a 
delegate from h is own ward to h elp 
h is friend Davis oat in th e conven­ 
tion. 
Th e free silver republicans 
mustered th eir united strength against 
Fletch er, but h is sound money policy 
was sufficient to bury th e opposition 
out of sigh t, th e convention vote 
standing 378 for Fletch er, to 80 for 
F. F. Davis. 


T he Texas wh eat h arvest h as com­ 
menced and in San Francisco th e first 
new grain of th e season h as been h ar­ 
vested. 
Th e Kansas h arvest will be­ 
gin in a few day s. 
In many portions 
of th e Red River Valley in th is state 
and Dakota vast tracts of wh eat land 
is under water and reports from Grand 
Forks estimate th at fully 40 per cent 
of th e area th at was seeded to wh eat 
last y ear in eigh t counties is now un 
seeded, wh ich would reduce th e y ield 
by 10,000,000 bush els, with out esti­ 
m ating for th e influences th at will 
operate against th e crop on th e seeded 
portion th rough th e lateness of th e 
season. 
No such flood h as been ex­ 
perienced in th at section since th e 
70’s. 


Will be Hard to Push .

It £oes without saying that 
Mr. T-owne woald rather keep out of 
the controversy in-aa-mn^ gg the 
state convention is held fifteen days 
before the congressional, bot his own 
people demand this from him, and 
he should not be afraid to oT p m ss 
himself. It is conceded that the 6th 
district is Mr, Lee's bailiwick, and as 
Mr. Towns’s votes all come from the 
6th, he ought not to fear the result of 
a Lee combination. 


A Frightful Calamity. 
The horrible feat ores of the storm 
which devastated the city of S t 
Louie end tbesorronndingeonntry bas 
seldom been equaled in the annals of 
history. 
The terrible lose of life end 
grant destruction af property fills the 
people with a feeling of horror. The 
soso* of devastation in the track of 
the tornado ie something that pen 
oannot describe or the mind grasp, 
only eye witnesses being able to folly 
realise the awfulness of the situa­ 
tion. 
The tornado struck the city st 6:16 
Wednesday night, and so wide-spread 
was the destruction that no news of 
the disaster was sent oat to the wotld 
for six boars, every mesas of com- 
manicstion having been destroyed for 
miles around. At East SL Louis the 
greatest damage was inflicted within 
rn three mile strip along the mighty 
stream. 
Many buildings totally 
collapsed from the force of the wind; 
others were unroofed, while very few 
in the city escaped some injury. 
Signs and cornices were torn off, shade 
trees sod everything els* suffered from 
the strength of the wind. 
Four hundred lives were loot while 
as many more were injured so that 
they cannot recover. 
The number 
will not be known for several days, 
perhaps never, for the debris of the 
ruined buildings all over the city 
oover hundreds of human beings. 
The damage and destruction of prop­ 
erty will aggregate many millions of 
dollars, bnt the exact amount cannot 
be estimated with any degree of cer­ 
tainty. 
The greatest fury of the 
tornado was vented along tbs river 
front, and the levee for miles ap and 
down was devastated and laid waste. 
There is no way of ascertaining the 
number of lives lost on the river craft 
that happened to be in the path of the 
cyclone, as hundreds of barges were 
moored along the river bank and all 
were either sank or blown from their 
anchorage and swept far down the 
river. 
The repnblican convention ball lost 
part of its roof and was damaged to 
the extent of $5,000. 
Iowa and Michigan were also Bnf 
farers from cloud bursts and cyclones 
the first of the week. 
The track of 
the storm was through the counties of 
Jasper and Polk, taking the towns of 
Ankeny, Bondurant, Valencia and 
Mingo. The deaths may reach IOO, 
and the loss of property is estimated 
at from $100,000 to $200,000. At 
North McGregor there was a cloud 
burst aud 26 persons are reported to 
have been drowned. 
The village of 
Oakwood, in Michigan, was struck by 
a cyclone and wiped off from the earth. 
It is believed that the dead and 
wounded will reach nearly IOO. Fire 
in the ruins completed the work of 
destruction. 


It has been claimed that Minneap­ 
olis was one of the few cities arrayed 
against sound money, bat the re­ 
nomination of Congressman Fletcher 
forever sets to rest that point. Frank 
Nya, coanty attorney of Hennepin 
oounty, and an out-spoken free silver 
advocate, coaid not even be elected a 
delegate from his own ward to help 
his friend Davis out in the conven­ 
tion. 
The free silver republicans 
mustered their united strength against 
Fletcher, but his sound money policy 
was sufficient to bury the opposition 
out of sight, the convention vote 
standing 978 for Fletcher, to 80 for 
F. F. Davis. 


The Texas wheat harvest has com­ 
menced and in San Francisco the first 
new grain of the season hss been har­ 
vested. 
The Kansas harvest will be­ 
gin in a few days. In many portions 
of the Red River Valley in this state 
and Dakota vast tracts of wheat land 
is under water and reports from Grand 
Forks estimate that fully 40 per cent 
of the area that was seeded to wheat 
last year in eight counties is now un­ 
seeded, which would redace the yield 
by 10,000,000 bushels, without esti­ 
mating for the influences that will 
operate against the crop on the seeded 
portion through the lateness of the 
season. No Bach flood has been ex­ 
perienced in that section sino^ the 
70’s. 


Will be Hard to Push. 
We understand an effort is being 
made to shove a free silver plank down 
the throats of the Sixth district re­ 
publicans regardless of what the na­ 
tional platform may be. Supposing 
the national convention adopts asonnd 
money platform and the Sixth district 
a free silver platform, what kind of a 
campaign will republican newspapers 
in this district oondnct ? They would 
have to have two kinds of opinions on 
tap in eveiy issue, one in support of 
the presidential ticket, and n directly 
opposite one in support of the conf 
grossionsl ticket, 
Sack a dose as 
indicated above will hardly go down. 
That such a movement is

templated we are thoroughly con­ 
vinced, and it will be well for republi­ 
cans of the district to be o q their 
gnard.—Elk River Star-Newa.

A schem e lias lteen outlin« *d for a 
st« *el highw ay for tlie im p rovem ent of 
| country roads, and to relieve th e weai 
on stone p avem ents am! vehicles in 
cities, as well as to enable horses tc 
draw much larger loads. The st« *el 
road p rop osed lias the gen« *ral ajqiear- 
ance of a horse railroad, and is built 
in the sam e m anner, viz, by laying 
cross-ties and then longitudinal sleep - 
ers. on which the rails are bolted. i» ue 
rails are five iuch<*s wide ,au« l flat on 
the top , excep t that on each « *<lge Is a 
rib about one-half an inch high. On 
th« * bottom the rails are flat for the 
whole width, but the edge* or« * tum« *« l 
down at right angles to the tsuly of the 
rail, so as to fit over the o« 1g« *s of the 
longitudinal sleep er, and the rail is 
bolted fast by driving sp ikes through 
holes in tn« *se edges, and then into the 
sleej>er diagonally. The tra« *k is b*ft 
p erfectly smooth. Th« * rail has two 
p rovinces, one to carry the wheel traf- 
fl<* and the other to act as a drain for 
the surface w ater of tlx* road. It is 
estim ated that a stee! track road will 
be oh« *ap er to construct than a first- 
class m acadam road and there are 
m any p laces, esp ecially in the country, 
where, for sundry reasons, it would be 
p referable. U nder favorable circum ­ 
stances. a single-track road, w ith tho 
traek at one side of tho grade 13 f«*«*t 
wide. can bo built for $3.00 to $5,001 
p er mile. A double-track thoroughfare, 
w here there is heavy travel, on a fair 
grade, will coot from $6.500 to $8.000 
p er mile. W ith m acadam there m ust 
lie a channel or canal m ade for the 
road bed. T his Involves the removal 
of a large quantity of earth, w hich is 
very exp ensive. Then each successive 
layer of stone m ust be rolled and 
finally finished w ith fine stone, smooth, 
for the trackage of wheels. The p ro­ 
cess is very slow and tedious and m ust 
be done iu dry w eather. W ith the 
steel track com p aratively little p rep ­ 
aration la necessary. The road bed Is 
p acked by the tread of horses and 
scrap ed and rolled by sp ecial m a­ 
chinery. and the laying of the ties and 
tracks is a sim p le m atter. It is claim ­ 
ed th a t the saving of labor alone 
which is equal to th a t of tw enty men, 
will p ay for the ate« ! track.

A Steel Read. 
A scheme has been outlined for a 
steel highway for the improvement of 
country roads, and to relieve the west 
on stone pavements and vehicles In 
cities, as well as to enable horses tc 
draw much larger loads. The ated 
road proposed has the general appear­ 
ance of a boree railroad, and Is built 
in the same manner, via, by laying 
cross-ties and then longitudinal sleep­ 
ers. on which the rails are bolted. ) a ae 
rails are five inches wide and flat on 
the top. except that on each edge la a 
rib about one-half an inch high. On 
the bottom the rails are flat for the 
whole width, bat the edges are turned 
down at right angles to the body of the 
i rail, so as to fit over the edges of the 
longitudinal deeper, and the rail to 
bolted fast by driving spikes through 
boles in those edges, and then into the 
> sleeper diagonally. The track Is left 
! perfectly smooth. The rail has two 
provinces, one to carry the wheel traf­ 
fic and the other to act as a drain for 
the surface water of the road. It is 
estimated that a ated track road wiU 


j be cheaper to construct thau a first- 
class macadam road and there are 
, many places, especially in the country, 
i where, for sundry reasons, it would be 
preferable. Under favorable circum­ 
stances. a single-track road, with tho 
track ar one side of the grade 13 feet 
wide, can be built for $3,00 to $5,003 
per mile. A double-track thoroughfare, 
where there is heavy travel, on a fair 
grade, will cost from $L500 to $8,000 
per mile. With macadam there must 
be a channel or canal made for the 
road bed. This Involves the removal 
of a large quantity of earth, which Is 
very expensive. Then each successive 
layer of stone must be rolled and 
finally finished with fine stone, smooth, 
for the trackage of wheels. The pro­ 
cess Is very slow and tedious and must 
be done la dry weather. With the 
ated track comparatively little prep­ 
aration la necessary. The road bed la 
packed by the tread of horses sad 
scraped and ruled by special ma­ 
chinery. and the laying of the ties and 
tracks la a simple matter. It is claim­ 
ed that the raving of labor alone 
which to equal ta that of twenty men, 
will pay for the steel track.

The storm, 
which at first gave promise of getting 
more serious that a heavy rain, soon 
developed Into a tornado, rivalling in 
force and destruction the recent tor­ 
nado which devastated 
Texas and 
Kansas. 
As near as can be ascer­ 
tained at present, six towns were par­ 
tially destroyed. They were Bondur­ 
ant, Valeria aud Mingo, on the line of 
the Chicago Great Western from Des 
Moines, and Ankeny. Polk City and 
Slater, on another branch of the same 
road running north from Des Moines. 
Bondurant, Ankeny sud Polk City-are 
iii Polk county, Valeria is on the Hue 
between Polk and Jasper counties. 
Mingo is in Jasper county and Slater 
is in the southwestern corner of Story 
county. 
All telegraph and telephone wires 
are down in the districts swept by the 
storm, and communication is difficult. 
The first news of the storm reached 
this city from Berwick, a small sta­ 
tion nine miles east of Hits city. The 
railroad telegraph operator’s first bul­ 
letin stated that Valeria and Bondur­ 
ant had beeu completely destroyed; 
that the Chicago Great Western de­ 
pot had been wrecked and that at 
Valeria 300 feet of the track had been 
picked up bodily and hurled into a 
mass of tangled and twisted iron, 
effectually stopping traffic from the 
north. Trainmaster Sheehan at once 
sent out word to have the track re­ 
paired as quickly as possible. 
The first fatality occurred two miles 
east of Bondurant. 
Th? house of 
Robert 
Bally, occupied 
by himself, 
wife ami seven children, was demol­ 
ished. 
Mrs. Bally, Joe. aged 18, and 
John, aged 15, were killed outright.

He conducted a fire 
insurance business and had offices on 
the second floor of the Scbutte block 
at 154 East Seventh afreet, and it was 
in tbi* office that lie took - he drug that 
killed him. His health lias been poor 
during the winter, and something more 
than two months ago he went South.

FLOW ERS AND OZONE. 


Influence E xerted l»y Honae P lan t* 
on the Atmoiiphere. 
Dr. Andres of rhila«l«*lphia says the 
Hospital Review, a few years ago 
made the discovery that ozone In the 
atm osphere, which Is the great purifier, 
w as mainly suppli«*«! with blooming 
flowers, and for this reason blooming 
plants 
wore 
h«*althful 
in 
dwelling 
houiw's a s well as attractive. 
Some interesting experim ents with 


the odors of flowers have been made 
in th old world, aud it is found that 
many species of microbes are easily 
dt*stroy«Hi by various «Klors. The odor 
of cloves has been known to destroy 
these minute creatures in 4,1 m inutes; 
cinnamon will kill some specit*s iu 1‘J 
m inutes; thyme iu 
In 4.Y minutes 
common wild verbent Is found eff«*et- 
ive, while the odor o f som e geranium 
flowers has destroyed various form s of 
microlK*» In -V) minutes. 
Tbe «‘ssence of cinnamon Is said to 
destroy the typhoid fever micro!*? in 
12 minutes, and is recor«l«*d as the 
most effective of all odors a s an nnti- 
septic. It Is now believed that flowers 
which are found in Egyptian mummies 
were placed there more for their anti­ 
septic pr«> perties than a s mere orna­ 
m ents 
or 
elem euts 
in 
sentimental 
work. 


Good Potatoes. 
My title refers to the Early Ohio and 
the Rural New Yorker No. 2. Every 
season for the jwist ten years I nave 
experimented with from six to fifteen 
new or popular varieties, in search or 
the lH*st. The result of this experience 
l«*ads me to select the foregoing kinds 
for my main planting the present year. 
During the past two or inroe years 
a few promising new varieties have 
npi> eared, some of which may, or may 
not, Ik* superior to those mentioned. 
A test of one or two years on the lim- 
it«*«l scale of introductory trials rarely 
gives Kuffii*U‘ut evidence to Ik* of great 
value. I never s|H*ak confidently of 
any variety until 1 have given it at 
l«*ast throe years of trial. 
Among early varieties the Early Ohio 
has had the pla«*e of honor iu our field 
for six or seven years. 
It has been 
tin* standard by which I have measur- 
ed the valu«* of oth«*r kinds. 
In <*arli- 
n«*Bs, in quality autl productiveness it 
has st«xxl in the frout ranks. Occa­ 
sionally some extra early kind has 
been found ready for the table a day 
or two alicad of tin* 
Ohio—rarely 
enough to 1m* of much value and such 
kinds have invariably proved inferior 
in other points. 
The Early Ohio grows to a good size 
and is a go<sl keep«*r. 
It com es out in 
the spring iu better sha]K* than most 
early varieties. It is less apt to sprout 
In the cellar. With bins of several 
varieties in the c«41ar our family uses 
the Ohio nine times out of ten. 
1 s«H«n 
hear com plaints if that bin gets low. 
The Rural New Yorker No. 2 K)asts 
of great productiveness as Its strong­ 
est point. 
It does not claim to Ik* of 
extra quality; but grown on my soil of 
sandy loam, I tind it to Ik* of us good 
quality a s most late varieti»*s. The 
HurKtnk, which is tin* great shipping 
potato of this region. Is c«*rtainly in­ 
ferior to it in «luality. 
The Rural 
grows to a g«MMl size, and th«*re are 
very small tulK*rs among them. 
My 
patch yielded 2TS* bushels |K*r acre last 
year ou soil that had had no manure 
for years. Tulwrs are found far aw ay 
from the hill. This lncreas(*s the work 
of digging, and tvhen potato diggers 
are us«*d many guist tillers are apt to 
Ik* left In the ground. 
The tops of this variety have a pecu­ 
liar sha[K* and appearance that distin­ 
guish it from all others. Ou ricu soil 
the stalks grow so tall that they fall 
over on the earth and <*ov«*r the ground 
with a m ass of foliage, remaining 
green 
until 
late 
In 
the 
fall. This 
sm others the sm all weeds that attem pt 
to grow. On the other hand, it fur­ 
nishes nu excellent f«*«*ding and hidtug 
ground for the late crop of potato 
lM*eth*H. The tuber has hut few eyes— 
the ideal seed |M> tato. A potato with 
few eyes has strong «*y«*s. and throws 
up stalk s of vi«rnrous growth. Then 
the vitality of the s«*ed does not have 
to Ik* w«*akened by cutting. A few 
eyes to the tul> er and a whole tuber to 
each hill Is what I want In planting.— 
C. L. II11I In Country Gentleman. 


fermentation and air to insure nitrifi­ 
cation. 
In light soils this depth may 
Ik* considerably increased, although iu 
such soils there Is more danger of loss 
by drainage than with heavy clay 
soils. Application iu the hill or drill is 
useful when the supply of manure is 
limited and the full imm«*diate effect is 
desired. For forcing truck crops this 
method Is es|KK*ially valuable. 
Well 
rotted manure is best suit«*«l to this 
method of application. 
It has lK*eii 
claimed, how«*ver. that manure appli«*d 
In this way som etimes Injures the ap- 
pearanee of r«M«t crops, es|> ecially pota- 
toes .by increasing tin* amount of scab. 
On our virgin sod soils the need o f fer- 
tilizers is not felt. Dry manure plowisl 
under iu this country should Ik* Irri- 
gated thoroughly as s«n> u as possibl«*, 
lu onler t«> dissolve it and release ita 
free extracts, the most valuable ele­ 
m ents iu all fertilizers. 


Grow ('«* tillage* 
All farm ers should grow cabbage* in 
their gardens, at !«*ast sufficient for 
home ns«*. The amount of food which 
a sm all amount of rich land will pro­ 
duct* when planted with «ahhages is 
enormous. 
It is a kind of DkkI that 
offs«*ts the excesslv eamount of car­ 
imi! iu th«* form of starch that the po­ 
tato furnish*». We eat too many ]mtn- 
to«*s.

COLORADO STEAMBOATS. 


They 
W hee th e W ater filve* Oat 
P re e e e i Vpaa th* Mad. 
Among the w inter attractions of 
Southern California la a trip to the 
mouth of the Colorado river, writes a 
Pomona, CsL, correspondent of the 
New York Sun. The navigation of the 
river s t low w ater Is alone worth see­ 
ing. It is W estern river navigation of 
the extrem e type. 
No river In the country changes its 
channel so often as the Colorado.. It 
leaves the famed Missouri in the 
shade. It changes not merely by the 
day, but by the bour. A pilot never 
tries to remember It, ss on the Mis- 
oosslppl. but runs by the appearance of 
the water. Even thin Is so often de­ 
ceptive that the boats are built to run 
alm ost as well on mad as on water. 
The Mojave is 150 feet long by 31 
broad, with three decks, three boilers 
and two engines, a flat bottom and a 
stern paddle wheel, and can accom­ 
modate sixty passengeis. Now she 
slides s t full speed down a long reach 
of timbered banks, 
then suddenly 
strikes bottom with a heavy jar. But 
there Is no danger and little delay. 
She may stop entirely, but the engines 
keep (milling, you feel the boat moving 
again, and after a few hundred feet 
•r crawling, she goes again a t full 
speed. She simply rides the shifting 
mud. Perhaps s t the next bar she has 
to swing around sideways and wriggle 
over, but she Is equal to the emer­ 
gency. 
At tim es a bar is reached 
where this device falls, and then she 
swings around, stern to the difficulty, 
backs w ater with the big wheel, and 
In a short time washes out a channel 
through which she rides w ith ease 
Into the next stretch of good water.

stream , she threads Its winding course

T he aoli was mostly limestone under­ 
laid w ith yellow clay. One piece w u 
w u rolling and the other rather Ant 
Both have IRM drained to some ex­ 
te n t 
By subsoiling we hoped to benefit 
the soil In two ways, via: improve the 
drainage andMieepen the seed bed. As 
Is known, the*1 past w u the dryest In 
many years, j A fter subsoiling there 
was no rain to saturate the soil until 
late in the fall. The plowed ground 
dried oat badly as the dry winds seem­ 
ed to carry away the moisture more 
than from the un-subsolied land. The 
texture of the soil was looser, doubt­ 
less because of aeration, than where 
the surface above was stirred. 
W e cannot say that the corn was 
better because of loosening the sub­ 
stratum . However, 
the 
work 
was 
done a t a disadvantage. The subsoil­ 
ing should not be done until late in 
the spring, and in this we think lay 
our chief error. There must be some 
compactness to facilitate capillary a t­ 
traction, and to prevent loss of mois­ 
ture by evaporation. We expect to 
snb-soil the first plowing we do, and 
to compact the surface by a drag or 
other means as soon as the plowing Is 
finished. We do not anticipate any 
trouble from baking rains, since the 
texture being loose will not become 
extremely compact under the usual 
rainfall. 
To-day I walked over one field that 
was subsoiled In part. Although the 
flattest part was so treated, yet I no­ 
ticed that it was a trifle dryer than 
the remainder. A snow was melting 
and the ground was thawing slowly. 
On the subsoiled portion the surface 
was cracked and appeared more por­ 
ous than the other part, which bad 
more the appearance of mortar. 
Further, our experience Indicates 
that subsoiling would pay on slopes 
that are washy or springy. In such 
places the furrows should run up and 
down the hill. One of our neighbors 
has found subsoiling beneficial to a 
young orchard. The work of course 
was done before setting the trees.— 
Robt. L. Dean In Indians Farm er.

brands of fertilisers are licensed to be 
sold In this state during the current 
year, and these are either compound 
fertiliser, bone meal or tankage. A 
list of the licensed brands, with anal­ 
yses and valuations, is given In the re­ 
cent bulleting.

For prices of bone meal 
and other licensed fertilisers .with the 
dealers, whose names are given, send 
for the bulletin above referred to. Do 
not patronize outside dealers, as you 
will not have the protection of the 
state fertiliser law if you do.—Prof. F

FLOW ERS AND OSONB. 


laBuanae Baar (ad by Haas* Pinata 
aa th* Atmosphere. 
Dr. Andres of Philadelphia says the 
Hospital Review, a few years ago 
made the discovery that oaone In the 
atmosphere, which la the great purifier, 
was mainly supplied with blooming 
flowers, and for this reason blooming 
plants were healthful 
in dwelling 
houses aa well as attractive. 
Some interesting experiments with 
the odors of flowers have been made 
In th old world, and it la found that 
many species of microbes are easily 
destroyed by various odors. The odor 
of cloves has been known to destroy 
these m inute creatures In 33 minutes; 
cinnamon will kill nome species in 12 
minutes; thym e In 35. In 43 minutes 
common wild verbent Is found effect­ 
ive, while the odor of some geranium 
flowers bas destroyed various forma of 
microbes In 90 minute*. 
The essence of cinnamon la said to 
destroy the typhoid fever microbe in 
12 minutes, and ie recorded aa the 
most effective of all odors aa an anti­ 
septic. It la now believed th at flowers 
which are found In Egyptian mummies 
were placed there more for their anti­ 
septic properties than as mere orna­ 
m ents or elements In sentimental 
work. 


Goad Potato**. 
My title refers to the Early Ohio and 
the Rural New Yorker No. 2. Every 
season for the past ten years I have 
experimented with from six to fifteen 
new or popular varieties, In search or 
the best. The result of this experience 
leads me to select the foregoing kinds 
for my main planting the present year. 
During the post two cr three years 
a few promising new varieties have 
appeared, some of which may, or may 
not, be superior to those mentioned. 
A test of oue or two years on the lim­ 
ited scale of introductory trials rarely 
gives sufficient evidence to be of great 
value. I never speak confidently of 
any variety until I have given it at 
least three years of trial. 
Among early varieties the Early Ohio 
has had the place of honor in our field 
for six or seven years. It has been 
the standard by Which I have m easur­ 
ed the value of other kinds. In earli­ 
ness, in quality and productiveness it 
has stood in the frout ranks. Occa­ 
sionally some extra early kind has 
been found ready for the table a day 
or two ahead of the Ohio—rarely 
enough to be of much value—and Rich 
kinds have invariably proved Inferior 
In other points. 
The Early Ohio grows to a good size 
and is a good keeper. It comes out in 
the spring In better shape than most 
early varieties. It is less apt to sprout 
In the cellar. W ith bins of several 
varieties In the cellar our family uses 
the Ohio nine times out of ten. I soon 
hear complaints lf that bin gets low. 
The Rural New Yorker No. 2 boasts 
of great productiveness as Its strong­ 
est point. It does not claim to be of 
extra quality; but grown on my soil of 
sandy loam, I find it to be of as good 
quality as most late varieties. The 
Burbank, which is the great shipping 
potato of this region, Is certainly In­ 
ferior to it in quality. 
The Rural 
grows to a good size, and there are 
very small tubers among them. My 
patch yielded 250 bushels per acre last 
year on soil that had had no manure 
for years. Tubers are found far aw ay 
from the hill. This Increases the work 
of digging, and When potato diggers 
are used many good tutiera are apt to 
be left in the ground. 
The tops of th is variety have a pecu­ 
liar shape and appearance that distin­ 
guish it from all others. On ricu soil 
the stalks grow so tall that they fall 
over on the earth and cover the ground 
with a mass of foliage, remaining 
green until late in the fall. This 
smothers the small weeds that attem pt 
to grow. On the other hand, it fur­ 
nishes an excellent feeding and hiding 
ground for the late crop of potato 
beetles. The tuber has but few eyes— 
the ideal seed potato. A potato with 
few eyes has strong eyes, and throws 
up stalks of vigorous srowth. Then 
the vitality of the seed does not have 
to be weakened by cutting. A few 
eyes to the tuber and a whole tuber to 
each hill la what I want In planting.— 
C. L. HIU In Country Gentleman. 


A k ee! P lo w in g . 
As to the depth to which it Is advis­ 
able to plow in manure, the general 
rule should be observed that it should 
not be so deep as to prevent the access 
of sufficient irrigating w ater to Induce 
ferm entation and air to insure nitrifi­ 
cation. In light soils this depth may 
be considerably increased, although in 
such soils there Is more danger of loss 
by drainage than with heavy clay 
aoli* Application in tile hill or drill Is 
useful when the supply of manure is 
limited and the full immediate effect is 
desired. For forcing truck crops this 
method is especially valuable. Well 
rotted manure is beat suited to this 
method of apili lea tlon. It has been 
claimed, however, that m anure applied 
In this way sometimes injures the ap­ 
pearance of root crops, especially pota­ 
toes .by increasing the am ount of scab 
On our virgin sod soils the need of fer­ 
tilisers is not felt. Dry manure plowed 
under in this country should be irri­ 
gated thoroughly as soon as possible, 
In order to dissolve it and release its 
free extracts, the most valuable ele­ 
ments in all fertilizers. 


Grow Cabbage. 
All farm ers should grow cabbages in* 
their gardens, a t least sufficient for 
home use. The amount of food which 
a small am ount of rich land will pro­ 
duce when planted with cabbages is 
enormous. It is a kind of food that 
offsets the excess!v eamount of car­ 
bon in the form of starch that the po­ 
tato furnishes. We eat too many pota­ 
toes. The diet ought to be varied witii 
something that has a larger proportion 
of nitrogen, and cabbage fills the bill 
as well as any vegetable crop that we 
know. Owing to its being a nitrogen­ 
ous crop, cabbage is a rather costly' 
crop to grow. It produces, when well, 
fertilized a greater am ount of strength- 
giviug nutrim ent than can be grown in 
any other way. There are times when’ 
the cabbage supply is beyond the de­ 
mand late in fall. Then is when the 
crop of late cabbages comes into m ar­ 
ket. Yet lf the cabbage-growerg w ilt 
heel iii tiieir crop, bo as to keep lh 
through the winter ,!t can usually be 
depended upon to bring fair prices in 
the sluing. It is useless to attem pt 
cabbage-culture in this country with­ 
out plenty of w ater for irrigation. 


Testing II* Steel. 
With which every peasant was farad 
lar with. Even had these poor moun­ 
taineers been versed iu the handling 
of firearms, the supply of the latter 
was so precarious that a largo propor­ 
tion of their troops would have been 
quite useless but for the cutlass; and 
a terrible foe have these machete-men 
proved themselves in dozens of en 
counters. 
It requires a sufficient amount of 
bravery to stand up before a line of 
guns belching out flame and death, 
but in a hand-to-hand struggle, such 
as becomes ineviaable with these great 
knives, personal activity and physical 
strength are tried to the utmost; aud 
the leaders of the insurgents are forced 
to originate a system of tactics quite 
a t variance with the rules of military 
science. There were few wounded 
after the Woody battles of Caoae, To- 
bite or San Geronimo, for the Cubaus, 
having crept through the lone grass, 
their machetes held 
betwixt 
their 
teeth, would aw ait in breathless si­ 
lence the approach of the Spanish 
troops, and the suddenness of tho 
spring from the ambuscade left no 
time to shoot;

against bayonet on the Instant, and 
the cutlass generally did its work bet­ 
ter. At the battle of Caroa, Rabbi, 
the Insurgent leader, found his men 
supplied with only two rounds of cart­ 
ridges, aud tile country was too open 
to adm it of an ambush. Compelling a 
captured trum peter to sound the Span­ 
ish bugle he rode full gallop with all 
his force a t the approaching column, 
crying “Viva Espana.”

Rial* aa Oalaas. 
I have sown onion seed on the same 
land for eight years and the crop lias 
improved every year. Spread on thick­ 
ly rotted manure, plow under, pulver­ 
ize thoroughly, rake with an Iron tooth 
rake and mark off the drills fifteen 
inches apart. 
Sow unleached wood 
ashes in drills at the rate of forty' 
bushels per acre. Sow the seed on the 
ashes and cover. 
I have no trouble 
with worms or maggots. Unleached 
wood ashes and onions are great 
friends. Cultivate four or five times, 
keeping the soil loose and mellow and 
free from weeds and keep the soil well 
draw n up around the onions. In plant­ 
ing large bulbs which bunch, or make 
a num ber of small bulbs, care should 
be taken to put a handful of dirt in 
the middle of each bunch as they grow 
and spread apart, as they will do much* 
better and grow larger.—C. W. Norris, 
Gilmer county, W. Va. 


CrlMsoa ar Bearlet Clover. 
The Ohio experiment station bas 
made several experiments with crim­ 
son or scarlet clover during the past, 
four seasons, all of which have thus, 
far resulted in failure. The chief ditfl-| 
eulty has apparently been that the dry 
weather, whieh is so common in Ohio 
during August, the time when this 
clover Is ordinarily sown, has killed 
the young plants after germination. 
Of late years this summer drouth has 
regularly 
extended 
into 
the 
fall. 
W hether this clover will endure our 
winter la also a doubtful point. 


Opening a Cocoa**!. 
a few yards, and then it was too late, 
for their ranks were shattered by the 
impetuous onset of the Cubans, and 
only a bare handful of the detach­ 
ment escaped the deadly machete.

a stick of sugar cane to felling a tree 
a foot and a half in diameter, and it 
is really a rare sight to see a peasant 
without his cutlass, either carried in 
his hand or swinging in a long leatbei 
sheath. In appearance it is much like 
a corn knife, but is usually longer and 
heavier, with a home-made 
handle 
incomparably more comfortable than 
the blister-raising deviee which every 
country 
boy 
has tested in 
cutting 
down a row of coni. 
The 
ready-made handles of 
horn 
look like quite the proper thing to the 
novice, but the veteran machete man 
is alm ost sure to discard this as a 
snare and a delusion, substituting a 
piece of wood carefully cut out to fit 
his hand and bound around ingen­ 
iously w ith twine to hold the blade

/lie great increase In production of 
non-sweet sorghums in the trans-Mis­ 
souri territory and their heavy yields 
of seed or grain are causing not a lit­ 
tle Interesting 
investigation aa to 
what various uses It can be put, and 
this la especially true in K ansas where 
probably larger acreage of these 
crops is grown than in all the rest of 
the world. W ithin the past year con­ 
siderable attention baa quietly been 
given to testing Its milling and culin­ 
ary qualities, and one roller milling 
company a t Marquette, McPherson 
county, reports to Secretary Coburn, 
of the state board of agriculture, hav­ 
ing ground not less than 1,000 bushels 
of Kafir and Jerusalem for household 
uses. 
From their experience these m iners 
find th at Jerusalem corn "mills’* to 
much the best advantage, and al­ 
though the flour as a t present made 
has not the extrem e whiteness of that 
from wheat. Secretary Coburn vouches 
that it makes delicious biscuits, muf­ 
fins and griddle-cake, while the miller 
claims the Kafir flour la not quite so 
desirable for bread, but makes an ex­ 
cellent pancake Amir. 
Im portant 
developments

milling and food purposes seem likely 
In the nesr future.

The spring cleaning should be made 
to include the stables, sheds, rubbish 
piles, etc., etc. 
The Vermont station kills potato bugs 
with a m ixture of one pound of Paris 
green to IOO pounds land plaster, all 
costing 05 cents, while IOO pounds pat­ 
ent bug remedies cost $5 and upwards. 
Divide the d ay up so as to have plen­ 
ty of time to rest and recreate. There 
is no sense in working twelve hours a 
day on the farm. It is the best way in 
the world to disgust the boys with 
farm work. 
Prof. Shaw ,of the Minnesota Exper­ 
iment station, cautions farm ers to 
grow peas on land that has a clay sub­ 
soil, and states that they will not 
thrive on sandy soil. W hat Is the ex­ 
perience of our readers? 
Bulletin No. 25, of the Wyoming sta­ 
tion, gives the results of six years’ ex­ 
periment sin growing w heat by irriga­ 
tion. The average cost was 37.75 lier 
acre; average profit, I IO. IG per acre, 
which is IO per cent on a valuation of 
$100 per acre, 20 per cent on $50 and 
40 per cent on $25 per acre. The ad­ 
vantages of irrigation are an assured 
crop, a heavier yield, a better grain 
and increasing fertility of the soil.

Nearly every one has heard of the 
Immense fortunes made iu the manu­ 
facture of |iepsin and millier gums, 
but there are few people who know of 
the enormous traffic done in spruce 
gum and how great an industry it has 
become. One of the wealthiest men iii 
Portland, Me., is the possessor of lands, 
mills and steamboat lines, and has 
made nearly all his fortune In spruce 
gum. 
He says many hundred tons of 
spruce gum are consumed In this coun­ 
try every year. 
W hen asked where 
the m arket for this jin n was found, 
Mr. Curtis said: "W e sell almost en­ 
tirely through the northern states and 
up and down the Pacific slope. Prob­ 
ably Michigan, according to its popu­ 
lation, uses more of the gum than any 
other state in the union. Chicago and 
St. Louis are great spruce gum cities.
